He took the ground that democracy 
depends for its success largely upon.lhe-education of the peo- 
ple and contended that what the^coun'try needs to.do.now is 
to raise (he standard of education in the public schools. The 
speaker said: "Education is to produce an efficient democracy. 
This makes education a cause rather'than an effects- Instead ol 
asking what kind of an.education^wiil democracy.give we.ask 
what kind of a democracy can education produce?'- He then 
w.e'nt on tq: say that "Germany-has shown us what-kind of an 
autocracy education cart' produce, and she has Iso shown us 
what-kind of:erticiency'an. au'tocracy can produce.by. means 
of education."

Of course education- to1 ascertain extent is highly 'essential 


lo |he success of.i.ctenipcra'cy; it is necessary that,people who 
govern themselves should.be able to keep posted oiv the work 
of (he government; Buf-it does not follow: that all.must, be 
elaborately educated.."Education, in the common acceptance 
of that term, is mucfrmore general and extensive now than it 
was a century ago, buHt is'to be questioned whether-the de- 
mocracy of the country has improved in proportion.

. rests upon the shoulders, of the voters and that every voter 
must dp his'duty and do it intelligently if trie government-is1 


to be what it ought lo be. No amount of education'will.save, 
a democracy whose'citizens in any great number are indiffer- 
ent to their polilicalduties.

: The schools and colleges are all right ill their way and .are 


';•; doing invaluable work, but they cannot be depended upon'as 


the main safeguard of democracy. A man may be a graduate 
of the highest.educational institution and yet not be a good 


' citizen. .The country hais afforded many illustrations of this 


truth. What Americans" heed lo learn is lo distinguish be- 
tween politics and statesmanship, something which altogether 
too many of them have.failed lo do, and this is a lesson which 
it is impossible to teach in Ihe schools. -.It.must be learned 


. through observation and experience, and any man who can 


read intelligently can learn the lesson if he will. And after he 
has learned it he will understand that his vole must be based 
upon principle, and not upon personal likes and dislikes or a 
desire to be on the winning side.
